REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


Fellow Citizens: 


There have been reported to the Board during 
the year the following number of communicable dis- 
eases: ~ 

Scarlet Fever, 21 cases; Diptheria, 2; Measles, 
31; Pulmonary Tuberculosis, 1; Typhoid Fever, 1; 
Whooping Cough, 3; Lobar Pneumonia, 4. 

A more than average number of cases of Scar- 
let Fever in Adamsville and Foundryville School Dis- 
‘tricts, probably starting from an unrecognized mild 
case, and continued by there having been a so-called 
“carrier” case, not sick enough for the disease to be 
recognized, but carrying the: disease germs in their 
throat, and in that manner spreading the disease.

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REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the annual report of the 
Librarian for the year ending December 31, 1920. 


The Library has been opened during the year — 
at the regular hours, but, owing to lack of car service, 
the Wednesday opening has been changed to Monday. 
“Misses Gladys and Pearl Harmer have served as assist- 
ants. 


The total circulation during the year has been 
o,.42 volumes, adult, 3,777, juvenile 1,465. The tea- 
chers have continued to take out a good many books 
for the schools, enabling children who do not come 
to the Library to have the use of the books. 


In July the Free Public Commission of Massa- 
chusetts paid the expenses of the Librarian to a three 
days session of the Massachusetts State Library Insti- 
tute held at Simmons College, Boston. The Librarian 
also attended a County Library Meeting held at Green- 
field in October.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Franklin, ss. 
To either of the Constables of the town of Colrain, 
in the County of Franklin, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, you are hereby directed to notify and warn the 
inhabitants of said town, qualified to vote in elections 
and in town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall. in said 
Colrain, on Monday the seventh day of February next, 
at ten o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act 
on the following articles :- 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at 
the meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers 
for the ensuing year viz: Town Clerk, Town Treas- 
urer, three Selectmen for one year, one Assessor for 
three years, one member of the School Board for 
three years, three Overseers of the Poor for one year, 
four Constables for one year, Tree Warden, Tax Col- 
lector, three Fence Viewers, three Field Drivers, two 
Trustees of Griswold Memorial Library for three 
years, one Auditor. 

All the aforenamed officers are in accordance 
with the vote of the town. To be chosen on one bal- 
lot, under provisions of Chapter 14 of the Revised 
Laws.
